UNCLE SAM IN BUSINESS 



Few people are aware that the 
government engages in a Urge num- 
ber of money-making businesses, 
•ome of them unusual and curious 
in the extreme. Ask the ordinary 
man where Unci* 8am get* the bil- 
lions that he spends nowadays, and 
in all likelihood he will answer, 
"From taxes." The budget, or 
government financial statement for 
the fiscal year 1923, shows that of 
each dollar taken in at the Treasury 
in Wsshinirton eighty-five cents come 
from taxes; the fifteen cents remain- 
ing result from what the budget 
toakers call "miscellaneous sou 1 
they are Uncle Sam's takings "over 
the counter." 

That fifteen-cent item seems tri- 
vial until we remember that Uncle 
Sam's total revenue for 1923 was 
something like thirty-four hundred 
million dollars. Of that total the mis- 
cellaneous item amounts to more 
than five hundred million— an in 
come that many a small republic 
would not be ashamed of. Uncle 
Sam, therefore, although he conducts 
hi» money-making enterprises only 
in a casual and incidental way, must 
nevertheless be ranked among the 
great captains of industry of the 

World. 

The government has grown np 
haphazardly . not according to am 
»cheme, but according to the n< 
of the moment, until now it is so in 
tricatethat no one man, not even the 
President, knows all the time just 
What it is doing. Who, foi 
»mple, would expect to find the 
National government running a line 
of municipal ferry boats that a). 
Parently have not the slightest con 
lection with any governmental aj tl 

Vity ? Yet that it jnst what the 
government is doing at Norfolk, 
Virginia, and running it too at a 
l>rofit of about one hundred dollars 
* year. 

The war administration bequeath 
cd the ferry line to Uncle S;un. 
Many Important camps and mi 
Wses were situated near Norfolk 
'luring l'MK, with the result that the 
r otten old ferry line, which was the

By necessity also I Mule Sam has 
become one of the greetesl fur deal 
ers in the world, it' not the greatest. 
Ten or twelve years ago there was 
much trouble in the north Pacific 
over the killing of seals. English, 
Japanese and Ann dels were 

panning the animals, poaching on 
one another's territory and arousing 
much bad blood as well as tin ■ 
ing to exterminate the seals. Now, 

the great breeding place of the seals 
is the Pribilov Islands, which belong 

to the Territory of Alaska. The 
United States proposed to end 
commercial seal hunting on the 

Pribilovs, although there was a 

question whether we could claim 

ownership of that free, sea roving 
animal, simply because it happened 
to breed and rear its voting on out 

soil. In 191 1 we ther ime to 

an agreement with the Japan. 

the British go ve rnment, whereby we 
undertook a monopoly of the 

killing on the islands, with Kn 
anil Japan as silent partners. Since 
then our own government agents 
have occupied the islands and have 
prevented all private sealing opera 

tions there. Once a vc.u tli. 
eminent men kill off a selected 
number of seals, exactly as a ranch 

er disposes of his sui plus animals 

while keeping his herd Intact. Each 
year the seal skins — with > 
fox skins that the official huntets 
gathei — are brought down to St.

Every im- 
migrant who reaches the United 
States has to pay Uncle Sam a head 
tax of approximately ten dollars. 
The total comes to more than three 
million dollars every year. New 
citzens pay eight hundred thousand 
dollars in naturalization fees. The 
navy takes in five hundred thousand 
dollars from the conimerical use of 
its radio stations. 

The Federal Reserve banks earn 
an average of ten million dollars a 
year for Uncle Sam. National 
banks pay him about four million 
dollars annually for the privilege of 
circulating their bank notes. The 
customs sen-ice, apart from the 
duties it collects, takes in one 
million dollars in fees and fines. 

Uncle Sam*s monopoly of the 

coining of money is immensely 
profitable, because he gets the 
benefit of seigniorage, or the differ- 
ence between the intrinsic value of 
the metal in a coin and the value of 
the coin itself. To illustrate. 
There is not nearly a penny's worth 
of copper in a cent or a nickel's 
worth of nickel in a five-cent piece. 
The government, since it issues the 
coin at par value, gets the difference, 
or seiKniorage, as profit. It 
amounted to more than tvveni 
million dollars last vear. 

Finally, Uncle Sam receives con- 
siderable money bv free gift. The 
donors include the conscience-stric- 
ken: those who have smuggled some- 
thing into the country contrary to 
law, those who have lied in their in- 
come tax statements, those who have 
otherwise defrauded the government 
in any wav. Last vear such persons 
anonymously contributed to the 
treasury nearly two thousand five 
hundred dollars. — Youth's Com
